Friends: 

My  office  fields  dozens  of  calls  each  day,  with  many  constituents  asking  about 
policy  to  address  the  affordable  housing  and  homeless  crises. 

Homelessness,  and  the  lack  of  access  to  services  and  affordable  housing,  is  the 
most  important  issue  facing  our  city.  Los  Angeles  is  the  most  unaffordable 
housing  market  in  the  country,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  nearly  28,000 
homeless  people  living  on  the  streets. 

During  my  first  term  in  office,  I have  worked  to  combat  homelessness  using  a 
three-pronged  approach:  Protecting  tenants  and  preserving  our  rent  stabilized 
units;  Working  to  increase  our  supply  of  affordable  housing;  and  providing 
access  to  services  and  permanent  supportive  housing. 

I want  to  share  some  information  on  these  issues,  which  details  the  work  we 
have  been  doing  together  to  increase  our  affordable  housing  stock  in  the  City.

REFORMING  SMALL  LOT  ORDINANCE 


LOS  ANGELES  - The  City's  Planning  and  Land  Use  Management  Committee 
recently  approved  an  initiative  by  Councilmemberto  reform  the  Small  Lot 
Ordinance.  The  revised  Ordinance  will  also  encourage  the  use  of  existing 
structures  and  preservation  of  valuable  architecture,  such  as  classic  California 
Bungalow  Courts.  This  approach  will  result  in  projects  that  are  designed  to  be 
more  sensitive  to  existing  residential  communities,  and  create  incentives  that 
actually  encourage  the  preservation  and  enhancement  of  older  homes  that 
contribute  to  the  unique  character  of  our  neighborhoods  and  make  communities 
more  livable.
